EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Priority 

9. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Taiwan on 09/03/03. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of 
the 92215942 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

11. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 contains 
allowable subject matter for at least the reason that the prior art of record fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest a dental x-ray clamping device with a multi-orientation support comprising a 
ring pivot with pivot hole and crank, of which a terminal is provided for an inserted ring to pivot, 
and a supporting frame pivot, for cooperation with the pivot hole, and with a joint stem and 
associated bite frame as claimed. Claims 2-9 contain allowable subject matter at least by virtue 
of their dependency 

12. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Patent to Da Rold (US 6,592,256) is of interest for teaching a dental device having a 
film clip. The dental device does not allow an associated ring or pointer to pivot in relation to a 
main shaft. Patent to Willis (US 6, 102,566) is of interest for teaching dental device having a bite

portion on a shaft and a ring portion on a pivot. The crank arm attached to the pivot does not 
allow the ring to pivot. Patent to Kossila (US 5,737,388) is of interest for teaching a dental 
device with multiple pivots along a shaft. A pivotable ring is not provided with a crank. Patent to 
Chavarria (US 4,866,750) is of interest for teaching a tenon structure for a bite block.
